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Response Summary: 

The purpose of the reconnaissance trip was to observe 
navigation conditions along the White River near Tichnor, 
AR.  This was accomplished by riding a pilot boat around 
the study area.  Many digital photographs were taken 
during the transit.  The transit began at Lock 1, traveling 
East through the Benzal Railroad Bridge.  From there we 
continued 3.5 miles Eastbound down to the Historic 
Closure Structure.  The Project Engineer pointed out that 
for the study, the river stage will be above 145 FT, which 
is when water from the Arkansas River overflows into the 
White River bringing an increased sediment load or the 
White River overflows into the Arkansas creating 
potentially adverse outdraft navigation conditions.  The 
transit concluded at the Montgomery Point Lock and Dam. 

Period of Performance:  

The reconnaissance trip was conducted on February 15, 2018.     

 

Benefits of the Response to the USACE Dredging/Navigation Program: 

The photographs that were taken during the reconnaissance trip will assist later to develop the ship simulator’s visual 
scene database which will be used during the subsequent navigation study.
